Walk a mile in my shoes 
Seems simple enough — unless 
the hoes are attached to 
awkward le oraces. or resting 
On a wzelchar tootrest. or 


Move hesitantly behind a 
jusetly tapping white cane 
Because a committee of 


handicapped students feels that 


people would not be so 
unthinking if they understood 
the problems of the 


handicapped, they are holding 
“Walk a Mile in Our Shoes” day 
on Tuesday, May 9 

Want to find out what being 
handicapped is really like’ There 
will be rented crutches, 
wheelchairs, braces. blindfolds 
available on the quad for any 
adventurous student 

The committee will urge them 
to go through the library 
turnstiles, try to find access 
ramps in the old buildings on 
campus, get a drink of water, 
make a telephone call ali the 
things that are done 
unthinkingly by the physically 
normal and are 
frustration to the 


sources of 
“minute 
minority” on campus 

“The ‘“‘minute’ minority 
Heard of it lately? Probably 
not...Unlike the Blacks or Jews, 
it is not a minority by race or 


creed. It is a minority of whites, 
blacks, Jews, Christians, 
Chicanos, Indians, men and 


women...with one thing in 
common They are all 
handicapped. Some have been 
handicapped since birth, others 
are victims of accidents and 
disease Occurring later in life 
What is a handicapped 
person? According to Carri 
Henriques, chairman of the 
newly-formed Handicapped 
Students Committee here on 
campus, it is “A person who is 
handicapped physically to some 
degree, by a medical problem. 
This problem could be a 
severe heart condition, 
paraplegic, quadraplegic, 
cerebral palsy, speech or hearing 
impairment, blind or partial 
sight, epilepsy, amputation, 
orthopedic disability, or any 
other problem that interfered 
with the normal facilities 
available 
When this 
originally began, its plans failed 
and its projects were 
unsuccessful. According to 
Barbara Blim, also a member of 
the group, “This handicapped 
committee seems to have the 
momentum behind it that the 
previous lacked 
When I attended their meeting, 
everytning fell flat.” 
Debbie Erz, a third member

interviewed from the 
handicapped committee added 
that the previous committee had 
tailed because of lack of student 
Participation 

The new student committee’s 
first activity was to organize a 
survey of handicapped students 
on campus. It involved as many 
handicapped students as could 
be identified through the files of 
the orange parking stickers, the 
Veterans Administration, the 
State Rehabilitation Clinic, and 
the Handicapped Students 
Committee posters hung around

Carri emphasizes an important 
fact: “A lot of people think that 
because there isn’t something 
visible like a crutch, wheelchair, 
or brace, that they're not 
handicapped. People with heart 
ailments are considered disabled 
also because they do have a 
difficult time walking. They 
can’t walk up stairs to any great 
extent. They can’t be parking 
out near the ‘south-40° and 
walking in because that would 
kill them. They need to be 
considered.” 

Seventy-one of the 203 
handicapped students here on 
campus have responded to the 
survey. The first survey revealed 
these findings: 47% were 
unaware of special registration 
procedures (handicapped 
students must register one week 
early), 51% were unaware of the 
existence of the elevator in the 
bookstore (86% of this 51% have 
disabilities which restrict them 
from climbing _ Stairs) This 
means almost every person with 
these disabilities was unaware of 
the bookstore 

Ot those students taking the 
survey, 52% did not know about 
the special Pl class for 
handicapped students. This is a 
class that 1s modified for the 
needs of handicapped students 

Phirty-seven percent (37%) 
were unaware of the ramp at the 
hack of the Psychology building 
and 56% of the blind students 
were unaware of the existence of 


reading and recording materials 
in the library or the availability 
of the services of the academic 
testing center. Any handicapped 
student may go there for tests he 
is required to take 

All three women mentioned 
the problem of finding parking 
spaces in orange areas 
Sometimes a car taking up a 
space has no sticker at all. The 
problem arises when the security 
officer puts a ticket on the car 
All well and good — except that 
the car remains there two more 
hours, holding up a student who 
needs that space 

Barbara would like to see 
these cars hauled away but she 
such an action would 
raise hassles. Carri adds, “I don't 
thing it’s that people wouldn't 
cooperate if they knew, I think 


knows 


it’s that they don’t know.” 
Barbara continued by 
mentioning a professor in a 


wheelchair who teaches in the 
Science building. This man also 
has problems parking in orange 
areas. The orange area across 
from the Science building is 
continually being used by 
non-orange-stickered cars 

In the spring semester of 1972, 
179 orange decals were issued 
At that time there were 43 
Orange parking places. When the 
179 orange decals were issued, 
the majority of them went to 
the faculty and staff. When 
Barbara pointed this out to her 
advisor he said jokingly, “Well, I 
thought that we had a lot of 
problems with our faculty on 
this campus but I didn’t think 
that many of them would admit 
they were handicapped.” 

The faculty and staff were 
using the orange spaces as a 
convenience a year ago because 
they had ciasses later on in the 
day and it was becoming 
impossible for them to find a 
green parking place. They were 


in the habit of getting 
themseives issued an orange 
decal 

In the past year this 


regulation took a great change, 
with the push from the 
Handicapped Students 
Committee. Now, unless one is 
visibly handicapped, one must 
have a Mote from the doctor 
staling that there is a need fora 
special parking space 

The orange decal system is 
changing. Hopetully by 
next semester, there will be two

types of orange permits issued 
Ihe first type will be a 
temporary permit for students 
with problems like broken legs

appeared to be an 


extensive problem last year 


because people on temporary 
crutches would purchase an 
orange sticker and keep it for 
the rest of the semester 

The temporary orange sticker 
would have a set amount of time 
dated on the sticker 

The other orange sticker 
would be for permanently 
disabled, handicapped students. 

The number of handicapped 
students enrolled at CSUS is 
great, in comparison with its 
population. It has been 
suggested that this is so because 
this campus is relatively flat and 
easy to move around on. In the 
long run, this is not true 

One obvious barrier which is 
cumbersome for handicapped 
and norma! students as well are 
the heavy doors in  vanous 
buildings. Barbara: leans against 
the door with her backside and 
forces it open in this manner 
But she questions how others 
overcome this obstacle 

Carn suggested the only way 
for these architectural barriers to 
be noticed is through awareness, 
especially from the students 

A second architectural barrier 
are both stairs and elevators 
Some of the original college 
buildings have only stairways, no 
elevators. Such is the case in 
Douglass Hall and Food Service 
These present problems. One 
embarrassing situation is when 
the handicapped student must 
approach a professor and ask to 
have the class moved to the first 
floor because of inability to 
climb stairs, as is the case in 


these structures.

But how does the handicapped 
person do so? That individual 
must go to the back of the 
building and ring a bell. Barbara 
exclaimed, ‘“‘They open the door 
and haul you up like you're a 
bunch of freight.” Indeed, that 
is the true purpose of the 
elevator. 

Carri has pointed out, “That 
elevator’s there but a lot of 
people don’t know about it. | 
didn’t find out until two 
semesters after I got here, that 
there was an elevator in the 
bookstore. | was always saying, 
‘Could you go with me to get 
my books and go upstairs and 
get them for me?’ That's 
crummy when you have to 
depend on somebody alli the 
tinye!”” 

‘Right now they're putting in 
an escalator in the new library 
they're building. ““They’re going 
to have elevators at the back of 
the building where we can again 
be treated like backdoor 
citizens, like we are at the 
bookstore,” remarked Barbara. 

A number of handicapped 
persons are not aware of the 
ramp at the west side of the 
Psychology building. And a 
number that are aware don’t use 
it for three main reasons: (1) the 
sign indicating that it is a ramp 
for handicapped students is not 
even spelled correctly. In 
luminous lettering it reads 
“handicap ramp.’ This leaves a 
sensitive feeling among those 
who are handicapped and they 
would like to see it designated 
the correct way; (2) 
inconsiderate bike owners lock 
their bikes to the hand railings 
and posis. They don’t seem to 
realize that the handicapped 
person often needs that railing 
to pull himself up onto the 
ramp. The railings were designed 
for this reason, not to let lazy 
students dominate the area with 
their bikes. Supposedly the ramp 
is wide enough for wheelchairs. 
It has a very sharp left-hand turn 
and this is extremely narrow for 
a wheelchair; and (3) the 
Audio-Visual Center finds it 
easier to use this ramp for 
transporting their equipment. If 
there is no other way to enter 
the building with such 
equipment, a mistake rests upon 
the State architects, for failing 
to develop a second ramp if it 
was needed 

This back, west entrance 
the Psych building, is a hazard as 
well, especially on rainy days 
which creates an even greate 
risk for the handicap;

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lranians Face Harassment in U.S. 


Editor, The Hornet 
On March 8, a conference 
sponsored by the World Affairs 


Council was held in San 
Francisco. The topic of 
discussion was “Is the White 


Revolution Working in Iran?” 
The discussion ended in a heated 
debate between the Iranian 
Consulate and Iranian students 
There was no violence or 
physical contact 

Two weeks later, six Iranian 
students were indicted by the 
Grand Jury for “assaulting an 


Iranian official’ after the 
conference. Under a new law 
passed by the federal 


government in October, this is 
punishable by three years in 
jail/$5 000. 

This appears very factual and 
realistic until a few facts are 
made known. The Iranian 
Embassy filed no complaints 
until two days after the 
‘““assault”’ apparently they 
needed time to decide which 





students’ names should be 
turned into the F.B.I. Also, one 
of the six indicted was not even 
in the state of California at the 
time of the alleged ‘assault.’ He 
has been studying in Illinois for 
three years and has not been in 
California for eight months 

Four of the six were arrested 
March 22, the fifth turned 
himself in the following day, and 
charges against the sixth were 
later dropped. 


This is an obvious case of 
harrassment and political 
discrimination. Because they 


dare to disagree with the Shah of 
Iran and his dictatorship, these 
students are being punished and 
persecuted ~ even here in our 
own “democratic” society. We 
might expect this kind of 
harrassment in Iran where just 
last month 28 unarmed Iranian 
students were shot down on 
their campuses for 
demonstrating against the

Last Sunday, several members of the Hornet staff 
had the opportunity to attend the ‘Gold Rush 
Caravan to the Sky’ in Stockton at Billy Hebert Field 

Among them was the Hornet's Chief Photographer, 
Doug Taggart who filed this photo story on the 
rock-concert-turned-tiot 

The majority of the concert goers felt the whole 
problem was basically an over-teaction on the part of 
the Stockton Police Department 

They decided to break up the show, attended by 
over 20.000 music fans, when a small handful of 
individuals decided to throw bottles at the officers in 
attendance 

Capt. Lester Novaresi, in charge of field operations, 
ordered his men to pull the plug on the sound system 
during Fleetwood Mac's set. They then declared the 
Stadium an ‘unlawful assembly’ with a bullhorn 
outside the stadium 

Virtually all in attendance knew nothing about the 
trouble going on outside the fences nor did they hear 
the warning.

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More Money Hassles For 
M-A Educational Project

Carlos Gonzales, director of 
the Mexican-American 
Educational Project (MAEP), 
attended the CSUS Board of 
Governors monthly meeting last 
Thursday, April 26, in an 
attempt to acquire $3,000 that 
the SSU Foundation allocated to 
the project but has been 
reluctant to pay 

The board allocated the funds 
August 17, 1972, to help finance 
a MAEP administrative position 

The funds were originally 
requested by Steven F. Arvizu, 
who was director of the MAFP 
prior to Gonzales 

Eugene Morris was to have 
administered the funds, as he 
was appointed to manage the 
MAEP book work for the 
foundation 

The reason Morris never 
entered the funds into the 
MAEP budget is 
unclear, as Morris was not 
present at the meeting to state 
his motives 

Stanley Pretzer SSI

actions saving he thought Morris 
feli the $3,000 should be spent

Chavez's Life

His dark face is lined with the deep furrows of constant 

struggle and self sacrifice. His black hair is greying; his expression 

is that of uncertainty and nervousness. But his eyes still sparkle 

with hope and a strong determination to win a Just and true cause 

for the beleaguered farmworkers of this nation.

(For the benefit of those who do not know the story of Cesar 
Chavez f offer a brief biography) 

Fight years ago, in the sleepy town of Delano, on Mexican 
Independence Day, a dark, sad-eyed soft spoken man with shiny 
black hair and a face brushed with traces of Indian ancestry spoke 
before a packed hall of four hundred campesinos. When he 
finished, the walls of the hall resounded with the cries of “Viva la 
“Viva Cesar Chavez.’ This was the 


Huelga,’ “Viva la Causa 


beginning of the longest strike in history 


Cesar Chavez was born March 31, 1927 in Yuma, Arizona 
During the depression his family moved into California to follow 
the migrant route of thousands of his brothers and sisters. Like 
many of our Raza, Cesar became a Pachuco using a zoot-suit with 
a broad flat hat and the ducktail haircut in defiance of Anglo 
culture. Because of the constant moving from town to town Cesar 
attended over thirty schools but never got to the eighth grade 

By 1939 Cesars’ family moved to San Jose and Cesar left home 
to follow the crops on his own. On one of these trips through 
Delano he met his wife Helen. In 1944 he joined the Navy and 
served two years on a destrover escort 


In 1948 he returned to San Jose to work jin the apricot 
orchards, living in a tough barrio called Sal $i Puedes. 

Chavez first joined the Community Service Organization (CSO) 
as a volunteer in a voter registration drive. Soon after he was 
hired as an organizer for the CSO and became general-director of 
the entire national organization in 1958. Chavez then focused his 
interest in a movement to organize farm workers. In 1962 he 
proposed unionization of farm workers at a CSO convention; it 
was turned down and Cesar resigned from the CSO 

In 1962, Cesar returned to Delano with $1,200 in savings and 
started the National Farm Workers Association. The first year was 
hard, but by 1965 the NFWA had a death-benefit plan, a credit 
union, a newspaper, Fl Malcriado, two small strikes won and 
1.700 tamihes enrolled 


Then on September 8, 1965, the Filipino workers of the 
Agricultural Workers Organizing Committee went on strike in 
Delano. Cesar felt they were not ready, but eight days later on 
the 16th of September the NFWA voted unanimously to join the 
\WOC or the picket line for better wages. The rest is history 

From that day in 1965 until now, “La Causa” has been 
Chaves’ whole life, he has impoverished himself and endangered 
his health. He has led one of the hardest and Jongest campaigns 
for umon recognition and human dignity against the power 
structure of California Yet, the soft spoken man with the sad 
eyes, through self determination and non-violence, has magnified 
the strike into the “Cause” of all free men 

In February of 1968, Cesar began a 25-day fast, “as an act of 
recalling workers to the non-violent roots of the 
movement At the end of the fast, before 8,000 supporters 
including Robert Kennedy, ‘ie said, “f am convinced that the 
truest act of courage, the strongest act of manliness, is to sacrifice 
ourselves for others in a totally non-violent struggle for justice 
fo be a man is to suffer others, God help us to be men.”
